Northesstern  University 
Professor  John  Zotos  of  Co- 
basset  has  been  placed  on 
'special  assignment’  to  the 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Engin- 
eering for  industrial  liason 
purposes  during  the  1978-79 
academic  year.  He  will  con- 
tinue to  teach  and  conduct 
research  and  consulting  duties 
at  a reduced  level  in  order  to 
pursue  his  new  tasks. 

Prof.  Zotos  began  to  serve 
in  this  new  capacity  in  the 
Spring  Quarter  of  1978  and 
has  simultaneously  completed 
other  professional  commit- 
ments. In  March,  he  address- 
ed the  Manufacturing  Jewel- 
ers and  Silversmiths  of  Ameri- 
ca Convention  in  New  York 
City  on  “Hypo- Allergenic 
Finishes  for  Jewelry." 

In  June,  he  was  invited  to 
speak  at  the  Ductile  Iron 
Society's  20th  Aniiocrsary 
Conference  in  Coming.  New 
York,  on  the  "Computer  Aid- 
ed Design  of  Ductile  Cast  Iron 
Alloys  Possessing  Guaranteed 
Properties."  In  July,  he 
addressed  the  Nl'  1979  Sum- 
mer Institute  on  "What  is 
Engineering?"  and  his  subject 
was  "New-  Frontiers  in  Engin- 
eering and  Technology."  In 
August,  he  co-authored  a 
chapter  for  the  second  editkm 
of  the  A.R.S.  Refractories 
Manual  entitled  "Thermo- 
chemistry of  Refractory  Re- 
actions." 

In  September,  he  is  speak- 
ing to  the  in-coming  freshmen 
on  "New  Technology  Process- 
es and  Techniques  Discovered 
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and  Developed  at  N.U.  during 
the  Past  Two  Decades."  In 
October,  he  is  scheduled  to 
address  the  Fall  Conference  of 
the  A.S.E.E.,  New  England 
Section,  at  the  University  of 
New  Haven  and  Yale  Univer- 
sity (Co-Hosts)  on  the  subject 
of  "Marketing  Engineering 
Education  in  the  1980's." 

Several  honors  bestowed 
upon  Prof.  Zotos  this  year  are 
his  designation  as  a "Witness 


for  the  Lord”  by  the  Greek 
Orthodox  Archdioceseot  North 
and  South  America  at  their 
Church  Conference  in  Detroit. 
Michigan,  and  his  nomination 
by  the  N.U.  Alumni  Associ- 
ation for  the  Outstanding 
Alumni  Award  in  Science  and 
Technology. 

Prof.  Zotos  was  also  inter- 
viewed by  WEEI’s  Howard 
Nelson  for  an  entire  week  on 
that  station's  "Education  To- 


day" program  and  the  subject 
focused  upon  "Educational 
Opportunities  in  Engineering 
and  Technology."  More  of 
these  radio  talk  encounters  are 
planned  for  the  months  ahead. 

Prof.  Zotos  is  formerly  from 
Brockton.  Mass.,  and  current- 
ly lives  in  Cohasset  with  his 
wife.  pbby.  and  their  three 
children:  Michael.  Yoanna. 


and  Frederic.  Yoanna  was 
also  honored  during  1978 
when  she  was  selected  as  the 
'Outstanding  Sophomore'  at 
Cohasset  High  School  and 
participated  in  a state  wide 
conference  in  February.
